REMARKS 

In the Examiner's Advisory Action, the previously proposed amendment 
was not entered because the limitations of claim 8 were inserted into claim 1 
without the limitations of claim 6 also being inserted into claim 1 . As the 
Examiner will note, the present Supplemental Proposed Amendment amends 
claim 1 to include the subject matter of both claims 6 and 8 and 
correspondingly claims 6 and 8 have been cancelled from the present 
application. 

Also, claim 9 was objected to by the Examiner as not containing 
sufficient antecedent basis. As the Examiner will note, claim 9 has been 
amended to correct this inadvertency. 

Accordingly, since all of the reasons for not entering the Proposed 
Amendment previously filed have been complied with, the 
Examiner is respectfully requested to enter the Supplemental Proposed 
Amendment as placing the present application into better condition for appeal. 

The Examiner will also note that a Notice of Appeal was filed in the 
USPTO on September 9, 2004. 

Accordingly, reconsideration of the rejections and entry of the 
Supplemental Proposed Amendment as placing the present application into 
condition for allowance are respectfully requested.
